Irrigate  your  beds  so  that  the  roots  will  go  down. 

Do  not  plant  in  SANDY  SOIL.  Zinnias  prefer 
a  cool,  rather  heavy  soil. 
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EVERYONE  SHOULD  HAVE  A  ROSE  BED 


The  Southwest  is  one  of  the  greatest  rose  sections  in  the  United  States.  Roses  like  lots  of  sunshine.  The  rose 
should  be  planted  in  a  bed  that  has  good  drainage  and  is  free  of  manure  and  of  good  fertility.  In  order  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  continuity  of  bloom  it  is  necessary  to  feed  the  plants  liberally  during  their  growing  season. 

PALM  ROSES  ARE  FIELD  GROWN.  All  are  two  year  old,  budded  stock.  All  of  the  roses  listed  below  have 
been  tested  in  our  gardens  and  are  particularly  valuable  for  cut  flowers. 

We  have  a  limited  number  of  Extra  Large  Roses,  both  bush  and  climbing,  which  we  can  dig  with  dirt. 
They  are  too  large  to  handle  bare  rooted.  The  price  depends  upon  the  variety. 

A  number  of  the  most  popular  varieties  are  being  established  in  5  gallon  cans.  One  can  plant  these  roses 
at  any  time. 

Orders  for  Roses  should  be  sent  in  early.  Don’t  delay  in  placing  your  order.  January  is  a  fine  month 
to  plant  Roses. 

If  you  want  just  a  few  bushes  plant  Radiance(Pink),  Red  Radiance  and  Mrs  Charles  Bell  (Shell  Pink). 
These  three  Roses  are  certain  to  bloom  profusely  if  given  ordinary  care. 

A  rose  bed  should  be  out  in  the  open  away  from  trees.  Don’t  try  to  raise  flowers  in  a  rose  bed.  Good 
drainage  is  necessary.  If  the  soil  is  not  heavy,  mix  with  heavy  soil. 

Roses  require  plant  food  during  their  blooming  season.  Manure  and  commercial  fertilizers  are  easily 
obtained  and,  if  used  properly,  will  replace  the  stock  cut  with  the  blooms.
